Referring to the eight-hoar movement 
the circular says: ‘Assemblies of 
Knights must not strike for the eight- 
hour system on May Ist under the im- 
pression that they are obeying orders 
from headquarters, for such order was 
not and will not be given.” 

In conclusion the Master Workman 
says: I write this circular to lay be- 
fore the Order the exact condition of 
things. I am neither physically nor 
mentally capable of performing the 
work required of me. IL am willing to 
do my part, bat not to be asked to main- 
tain a false position before the world 
any longer. One of two things must 
take place: either the local and district 
assemblies of the Order must obey its 
laws or I must be permitted to resign 
from a position which obliges me to 
play one part before the public and an- 
other to our members, I say to the 
world that the Kvights of Labor don 
approve of, nor encourage, strikes, and 
in one day dispatches come to me, 
announcing strikes, from Troy, Mau- 
chester, Chicago, Cincinnati, Lynch- 
burg, Springfield and Montreal. I 
must have the assistance of the order, 
r my most earnest efforts will fail. 
Will I bave it? If so, strikes must be 
avoided and boycotts must be avoided.
